No wonder that with such views I 
unsheathed the sword of death against 
the followers of Jesus and closed on them 
the prison gates; no wonder that while 
mv religion taught me that the Almighty 
hated some of his creation that I should 
hate them too. This is not the religion 
of my Master who has called me to the 
work of reconciliation. By faith in hin 
and his words I am instructed that God 
‘is the father of the spirits of all flesh,that 
lhe “will have all men to be saved,” and 
that ‘“‘He will gather together in one all 
things in Christ.’ This faith works by 
love, it assures me ofan eternal home 
in heaven where I shall meet a ransom- 
ed world: where these bonds and afflic- 
tions shall no more await me, where the 
storms of adversity never gather over my 
head, where tears are wiped from every 
eye, and where death is swallowed up 
in victory. Paul’s faith worked by love, 
this love was not confined to his friends 
or to his brethren in the faith ; like the 
breath of heaven it extended itself to all 
men,

God his heart was not pure. In bis e- 
_pistle to Titus he says, ‘‘For we our- 
;selves also were some times foolish, 
, disobedient, deceived, serving divers 
lusts, and pleasures, living in malice and 
lenvy, hateful and hating one another.”’ 
' It was faith in Christ and the truth of 
his gospel that purified the heart of Paul | 
‘from these wicked passions, Out of the 
_ abundance of the heart the mouth speak- 
;eth, and ifthis be right the conduct will 
_be of a corresponding character. He 
who firmly believes in the divine miss- 
ion of Christ, that his doctrine is from 
God, and that it reveals his true charac- 
iter, can hardly fail to purify his heart 
| from every evil disposition. He

and charity. 

4th. his faith is called a shield, — 
‘Stand, therefore, (says the Apostle to 
| the Ephesians,) having your loias girt a- 
‘bout with truth,and having on the breast- 
| plate of righteousness, above all taking 
ithe shield of faith wherewith ye shall be

This figure is taken from implements 
used in war; the shield which was made 
usually of brass, was used to secure the 
combatant from the darts of bis assail- 
ant. So the faith of the gospel protects 
its possessor from the wiles and seduc- 
tive blandishments of sin,when the wick- 
ed present enticements, and the world 
holds its lures and temptations to decoy 
the believer into the snares of vice, the 
shield of faith is asafe guard and a de- 
fence. He whois strong in the faith 
feels not the arrows of guilt and the 
sting of bitter remorse, for the gospel is

What was it that filled the good 
man’s heart with joy and comfort, and 
enabled him, as he declares in another | 
place, to ‘‘rejoice with joy unspeakable | 
and full of glory?” It was his faith.— |

flesh, 1 live by the fuith of the Son of | 
God who loved me and gave himself for 
me,”’ 

Among the different qualities of this 
faith it claimed to be one of comfort.— 
Now there is no comfort in fear, for this 
‘thas torment’? instead of comfort. So 
that Paul while he lived by faith, did not 
live under the influence of fear. His 
faith in the Son of God dispelled every 
thing like an apprehersion of approach- 
ing calamity at the hand of God; it calm-

to this charge in the words of the belov- 
ed John. He who believes that this sen- 
timent is licentious in its tendency has 
made Paul aliar. For, say the apostle, 
‘‘The grace of God that bringeth salva- 
tion hath appeared toall men teaching 
us that denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts we should live soberly righteously 
and godly in this present world ” Paul 
declares that the life which he lived was 
by the faith in the Son of God who loved 
him and gave himself for him, and he re- 
peatedly testifies that Christ gave lim- 
self a ransom for all, and that the Son di- 
ed for us while we were yet sinners. 
But if this doctrine produced disobedi- 
ence and malice and all manner of licen- 
tiousness then it cannot be true that 
Paul lived by this sentiment, for he led a 
virtuous and holy life. It was the firm 
unwavering faith that God so loved the 
world as to send his Son to die for it,and 
that Christ tasted death for every man, 
which expanded the heart of the Apostle 
with love supreme to God and affection 
for his fellow men. It was this that caus-

the criminal, and the murderer’s dungeon 
would be insufficient to curb his rage to 
‘be filled with sin. But was it a faith in 
\future punishment which governed the 
‘conduct of the great apostle? Was it 
| fear which directed him inthe path of du- 
ty and obedience? We think that the a- 
_postle in the passage under considera- 
tion gives a satisfactory answer. ‘‘And 
the life which I now live in the flesh, I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me and gave himself for me.” 

| There will be no dispute in this one 


particular that Paul lived a life of godli- | 


ness, uprightness and piety; his conduct 
was that of the sincere and devout cliris- 
train. Here we are all agreed. But 
why did he live sucha life as this?— 
Will you say, it was because he believ- 
ed in endless misery? The objector, to 
be consistent, must answer in the affirm- 
ative, for he affirms that he would not 
lead sucha life as Paul did, if he had 
not faith in this doctrine. Yet the a- 
postle says no such thing. Hear what 
he declares tu be the ground of his faith, 
—The Son of God loved me and gave

In the last place we remark, this tasth 
| produces freedom, The apostle had plant- 
led several churches in Gallatia and some 
Jewish teachers had had intercourse 
with them teaching thatsalvation was on- 
ly by the deeds ofthe law. To meet this 
error the Apostle wrote the epistle tothe 
Gallatians. He assures thein that by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be justifi- 
ed; but by the faith of Christ. “I do 
not frustrate the grace of God, for if 
righteousness come by the law then 
Christ is dead in vain.’ He exhorts 
lthem to “stand fast in the liberty where- 
| with Christ hath made us free and be 
‘not entangled again with the yoke of 
'bondage.”? Circumcision and the other 
[rites of the law, the apostle calls a yoke 

of bondage, but the faith in Christ liber- 
ated the beliver from these observancea 
‘and introduced him ‘‘into the glorious 
‘light and liberty of the gospel.”” May 
we not compare some modern teachers 
with those of whom the apostle complain- 
ed? They contend that unless we have 
faith in the doctrine of the Trinity, in 
the existence of a fallen evil spirit, in 
the notion of endlesa sin and suffering, 
und so op, we cannot be saved, s 
must perform the deeds of their law which 
allows no liberty to read books that op- 
pose the standard of the established 
faith, which recognizes none as truly re- 
ligious but those who have repented and 
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obtained religion in their peculiar mode. 
Where then is the liberty of the gospel? 
When these teachers admonish us to re- 
nounce our Universalism, we are ready 
to listen to Paul rather than to them, 
‘‘be not entangled again with the yoke of 
bondage.”’ 

The faith which we, as a denomina- 
tion of Christians entertain in Christ 
and his gospel, produces freedom. It 
frees us from the gloomy dread of meet- 
ing above yonder skies a frowning God ; 
It frees us from the tormenting fear of 
falling friendless, homeless, and christ- 
lesa into the dismal recepticle of unend- 
ing torture, It frees us ftom the cold 


and cheerless thought of crumbling into 
unconcious annihilation beneath the 
touch of death. It frees us from the 


chilling uncertainty of meeting all we 
love in another state of existence sancti- 
fied from sin and all unholiness. It 
frees men from an intolerant and sel!- 
righteous spirit. It guarantees to them 
the liberty of doing right. | 

Brethren, believers in the final recon- 
ciliation of all to God, allow me to ask 
how are you living? Do you live by the 
faith inthe Son of God who loved you , 
and gave himself for you? Then, like 
Paul you will put away all malice and 
guilt, and envyings and evil speaking,— | 
according to your faith will your life be.

Others quite unman themselves; de- 
base their minds, take away their ration- 
al sense, and deprive themselves of hu- 


man feelings. They become proud, 
daring, foolish, and profane. They be- 
come savage, cruel unkind. They will 


often abuse their best friends, by foul 
language, brutal treatment, and neglect 
of duty.

This kingdom of God came with much 
power and glory inthe days of Paul.—

whom he addressed in our text, ‘‘Know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived, neither fornicators, nor idolaters, 
nor adulterers, nor effiminate, nor abus- 
ers of themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards,nor 
revelers, nor extortioners, shall inherit 
the kingdom of God. And such were | 
some of you, but ye are washed, but ye 
are sanctified, but ye are justified, inthe 
name of the Lord Jesus,and by the spir- 
it of our God. 

Some of these Corinthian christians, 
who were at the time of the Apostle 
wrote to them, in the kingdom of Christ 
and of God, had been previously in the 
kingdom of darkness and sin. But they 
had been convicted and converted from 
their various sins aud transgressions, to 
the love and service of the living God. |
